Motion to recess the regular meeting and convene into closed session, pursuant to the following exceptions to the 
Open Meetings Act: 

5 ILCS 120/2(c)(l), regarding “the appointment, employment, compensation, discipline, performance, or dismissal 
of specific employees of the public body or legal counsel for the public body, including hearing testimony on a 
complaint lodged against an employee of the public body or against legal counsel for the public body to determine its 
validity,” 

5 ILCS 120/2(c)(2), regarding “collective negotiating matters between the public body and its employees or their

5 ILCS 120/2(c)(ll), regarding “litigation, when an action against, affecting or on behalf of the particular body has 
been filed and is pending before a court or administrative tribunal, or when the public body finds that an action is 
probable or imminent, in which case the basis for the finding shall be recorded and entered into the minutes of the 
closed meeting,”

claim might be prejudiced, or the review or discussion of claims, loss or risk management information, records, data, 
advice or communications from or with respect to any insurer of the public body or any intergovernmental risk 
management association or self insurance pool of which the public body is a member,”

other health care professionals for a hospital, or other institution providing medical care, that is operated by the 
public body,” and

finance committees, and their equivalents, when the discussion involves internal control weaknesses, identification of 
potential fraud risk areas, known or suspected frauds, and fraud interviews conducted in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards of the United States of America.”
